WARHnroTON, Feb. S.^The Bswaiiaa 
debate, Mr. Blaod't bill for the coinaf^ 
of tho silver seigniorage In the tr»>H«ury, 
the O'Neill- Joy c-ont<*ti'(l eli rtion case, 
and perhaps the fortitlcatiouH apprupria- 
tion bill will occupy the attention of the 
hoiiM daring the (xnniug week. 

Bf m •rrangemmt agreed npon jnst 
balon the house adjourned Hatnrday 
ttie Hawaiian debate is to be »xtende<l 
until 3:30 Tuesday, the sm^cial nrdt i for 
ite consideration being inoditied so t\s to 
include a provision for a vote uiwn the 
BoAtelle resolution as wei ju* the Mc - 
Creary and Hitt resolutioiL-i. 

The extension of the time will starve 
the purpose of definitely disposinf,' uf Hji- 
Walf in the house, ina«niurl» as on Tu(>s- 
day, bad tho order not lieeii modified, it 
Wt|.Mr. Boutelle'H intention to mmf to 
thWvlbnt with his reeolution. Ah it was 
a "tjrfvileged quetition it could not have 
been put a«ide and ini^ht have rt«ulte<l 
in additional complications, so that the 
Democratic leaders conolude*! that the 
Bborteet way out of the dilHculty would 
be to agree to a conipromiso. 

As yet no Democrat has broken over 
party lines on the Hawaiian matter, as 
far as debate is concerned, and it Hei ins 
likely that the McCreary resolution will 
plpllg^ practi(^y a strict party vute. 
. 'Xr. Holman, uowever, is still bent 
upon offering his resolution condemning 
the action of Mr. Sterens, but at the 
game tume r«tffobftt^ tbe. course of the 
■dministratloii In attempting to restore 
the deposed qneen. How much Demo- 
cratio strength, if any, this r«>eolntion 
win command, is still problematical. 

On Wednesd^ay Mr. Bland will call up 
Us bill for the coinage of the silver seign- 
iorage in the treasury (amounting to 
over tM.OOO.OOO), that sum to be made 
immewately available if necessary to 
meet tbe wanttf of the treafimy by the 
issuance of treasury notes similar to 
those issued under the act of 18iK>. Mr. 
Bland, and many of hil Damoffitio fiol- 
leagues, who afe Utterly opposed to the 
bond iBBue, want to reBeve the treasury 
in this way rather than by the issue of 
bonds, and it is probable that during the 
debate t^re will be a heavy out-crop- 
ping of criticism of the atotion of Secre- 
tary Carlisle, in so far as it related to 
the use of the proceeds of tho sale of 
bonds to JM^ «qrr«nt wqpeofQl qf t}if gov- 
ernment. 

The RopubUcans will take the ixMition 
indicated by tiie minority report, that 
there \h no silver seigniorage in the treas- 
nry, the bullion against which notes 
were issu' d under the act HJ90 not hav- 
ing Jx'f " < oineti. They wiU aW) take the 
pobiiioii that while the oouwge value of 
the silver in tlie trea.iury is f l«1,914,««l, 
ita market value is luii t'J7,156,0M, or, in 
other wordH. that the hilver obligationn 
ef tho Kdveriiment. ctiiiiwl or uncoined, 
if issued up to the lull coinage value an 
if silver were at par m.id per ounce) 
would only Ijo worth Hi;<)ut .")."> cents on 
the dollw and could only IfC sustaine*! by 
the credit of the govoniuient. Mr. Bland 
expects that the debate upoil Us bUl will 
not last over two days. 

On I''riday the 0'Neill-.T()y contested 
election cmv will como up and if di8iK>8e<l 
of then will be followed by the forli- 
ficatioa apprt)i)riation bj^l, it being the 
intention of tho appropnution committee 
to crowd the appropriaticni l.ill forward 
as 80<in as tho dpix^rlunity oifers. 

During the week a n>w will probably 
be iM:ecipitat«'d over a publication now 
going on in the Congressional Record in 
sAlilu form of Professor Ueorge (Jnn- 
ton's "Social Economics." During the 
last confijrees, it will be roniembenxl, 
that under the •'general leave to print," 
granted in oonpection with th(» debate on 
tho Springer free wool bill, that a coterie 
ef Democrats, led by Representative 
Tom Jqfmson of Ohio, printed (several 
0Mt>ten at a time) all of Henry Ueorge's 
volume, "ProgrcBB and Poverty." By 
printitig it as part of the Congrcsdonal 
Becord, it became subject to the free 
tanking privilege of members, and In 
M^^Uet form several million oopiea 
distributed free through the mails 
M oampaign doomuents. The abuse of 
pabUoMlon ui Jf^e Record was then 
widely coinniented upon.

Thi- ])ropOdals sulnnilted at the ui«et 
I)rice have been scalt-d down 5.8;il per 
cent and the amount of Ixmds f.Ilow*d 
under tliis retluction, together wiia the 
Bubecriptiout) accepted in lull, isf'iO,0()(),- 
OOO. 

"A notice will be sent to ea("h sub- 
scriber, advisbig him of the acci ])taiice 
of his subecription, informing him wb. n 
the bonds will be ready, and stating the 
amount to be depositi-^d in payment of 
Um principal and pnnniura. This ac- 
onied interLut to tho date of depoeit. at 
tba rate of interest realized by the snb- 
sortbsr, will bs added by the asnistant 
treasurer with whom the deposit is to be 
made. The bonds will be delivered by 
the department, after payment is made 
to the address given by the subscriber, or 
they may be saut to the assistant treas- 
urer with whom the deposit is made." 

Treasury officials express the belief 
and hope that the larger part of the sub- 
scriptiona to the bondi^ will be paid for 
in gold, this feeling 1)eiug based on the 
large amounts already reported as hav- 
ing been deposited in the subtreasury at 
New York m anticipation of the delivery 
of the bonds.

Ah a resu.. of the correspondent's in- 
quiries the foUowing fidts oart Ma db- 

taine<l: 

Ho l()i!g as Admiral Afello was in 
charge ol the iTisur;,'ent ves-ieis in Hio 
bay and the head of the revolutionary 
movement no biockake wai permitted in 
this harlxM'. Vessels of for( ij,'n nations 
were i)enintted fre«'ly to enter the bay, 
dischari^f their cargoes at tbs wharves. 
reload and (|nietly depart. 

When Admiral Da (iama, aft«'r issu- 
ing his proiiuiiciamento against Peixoto, 
deserted the government. joine<l Mello 
and issued his famous imperial uiaui- 
festo, he declared with a great deal of 
enr,)h;:8is that he meant from that time 
forth to stop all commerce with Rio.ia 
ueiro, and b\ this means practically de- 
stroy the revenue which the liraziliim 
govmimeiit was receivin;,' from tliis 
source. 

Enirlaiid. he aimotuice<l, as if on the 
autlioiity of British ofQcials, was anxious 
for the restoration of the mooarcby 
throughout Brazil and the omtttowof 
ret^urooity. 

Witii this p«)weiful lacking he ap- 
peared to think that he was fnllv war- 
ranted ui Ills autocratic action. Follow- 
ing close upon this declaration he issued 
a warning to ^1 vessels, no matter to 
what nationality tiiey belonged, that thf y 
most not attempt to discharge their car- 
goes or th»y would rue it. Following 
this example sot by their superior officer, 
the otber inswifsyt Isaduis mad* the 
same threats. 

When information of whattbqr had 
done reached the oars of the United 
States mimster, Mr. Thomiison, he im- 
mediately made a \igorous protest, in 
the course of which he iusistttd that Ad- 
miral Da Uama had no right to institute 
such a blockade. No matt^^r what the 
minj^rs of the other countries tiionght 
of tlie order. Mr. ITiomji-ion said he felt 
it his duQr to demand umpiu i>rotection 
for all vessels tying the flag of his 
country. 

Minister Thompson did not rest satis- 
fied with tho protest, but pi-omptly paid 
a visit to ( ommodore Henry F. Picking, 
wbi) was then in command of the Amer- 
ican warships, inul asked him in the 
inoKt decided manner to afford protection 
to all American ves* Is. 

In reply to Minister Thoinpson Com- 
maiulcr I'ickin;; said that if an American 
sailor wart shot while his vessel wae in 
the Jict of di«cbar)fiiix her cargo hi^ 
would proiiiply prose<'Utu the captain of 
tlie rebel waiship which was reqwosible 
for the sailor 8 death. 

Beyond this ('ominand»r Picking 
seemtxl unwilling to go, and MinLsf. r 
Thompson was thus rendered ixiwerless 
to do anything,' more for the protection 
ot Anit rir.m sliijiiiin;^. 

Now everything is cha'i^red, owing to 
tlie determin. d iM-'tion Admiral Ben- 
bam, who bus aKsured the captains of 
American veesels that he will protect 
their ships and lighters so far as he is 
able to do so. At the same time, how- 
ever, he has warned these captains that 
he can not prevent them from running 
the risk of cnance .shots at the wharves. 
It is impossible to discharge car^;t) s 
elsewhwe. All these tugs used in towing 
the vess 'ls ar» owned by Briizilians, an(l 
Admiral Da Gama threatens to prompt- 
ly seize them if they tow lighters which 
are discharging. 

Admiral b' nhain thinks that the risk 
at the wharvm in slight, but he refuses 
at present to advise American captains 
how they should act. He is determined, 
however, to amratlMm att the pfeotec- 
tion be can. 

The report that the town of Nictheroy 
haa been captured by the insurgents is 
false. The loyal garrison still holds 
out stubbornly against the bombard- 
ment. 

The reported sinking, of the torpedo 
boat on uaadaj, last, was without fbnn- 
datkm. ,

OVERDUE VESSELS ARRIVt. 

Tliejr All r.,.)iiirt Hruvj (Inlm, lllch Hmmt, 
Haadwlnd* hikI KouKh WeHlhcr. 

N«w York, Feb. .').— Several ba<lly 
overdue vessels arrived yesterday and all 
ifepoM heavy gales, high seas, bradwlnds 
and generally rough weallMr. 

The Germad steamer Taormine, Cap- 
tain Koch, which sailed from Hamburg 
Jan. i:i, was one of the arrivals. Her 
captain reports having had a tempestu- 
ous passage. She presented a remarka- 
ble aiipearanoe, with only foremast 
standing, her mainraait having been 
carried away clean at the deck during 
the hurrii-ane of Jan. !J0, off Sable Island. 
Captnin Koch states that his vessel ex- 
peri»'iico<l a succeKsjon of heavy westerly 
gales daily right up t) Sable island. 

On .Jan. M the wind sliiftd to the 
northwest anil blew a p<rie( t hurricane 
for B»?veral hours, when it sliifteil to the 
south and afterwards dicil (»uf to a dead 
calm for aiKiut two hours; then ih.- wind 
came out again from w( f>t and northwest, 
bloAving a jM rfi ct liurric-ane for Ui hours, 
with enon noes heavy s«!iH, whicli liroke 
over the ship fore ami aft, causinij her to 
roll and pit< i. heavily. ( )n the :qst at tl 
p. in. a iiieuiitainous sea broke over th<j 
ship, which c.-iiised the luaiiUssnn to 
break adrift from itM fastenings and 
swing with Kicat force, owing t) tho ves- 
wl's pitching heavily, against the lee rig- 
ging, carrying it clean away. The main 
nia«t then went by the board, carrying 
with it all riggiiiK and gear attaclic<l. 
Fortunately it went over the le<< rail 
without doing further damage than 
sniiusliin;^ the rail. The vessel was then 
hove to and the wreckage; cl( Hre<l awa". 

The steerage piisseiigers were all bel<ivv 
at the time, and none of the crew were 
injured, altliouj^li the steward. F^red 
Huls iK't, while coming along the after- 
deck to the cabin, wa.s thrown agaiiut 
the ix>rt liiilwarks when tlie vessel 
lurcliod and was seriously iujuretl alxiut 
the head and Ixjdy. lie is still in the 
ship's hospital, ^he steamer suxtain' d 
heavy damage, her oaiwtau being broken, 
forward hatch smashed, bridgeraU ar I 
stanchions carried away, anT llnboat^ 
Bweot orerbnard. Everytbinf moiveable 
on dsoi was washed away. 

WATCH MAN M U RDERED.

L'HK AUo, Feb, 5.- .lohii Uooa, 30 years 
of age, a watchman in the San Diego 
bnilding, 47 River street, was mardexed 
early yeeterlay morning, his head and 
face being pounded toja :«lly vrit.*! an iron 
bar. When E. C Anderson, engineer of 
the building, entered the engiueroom at 
0 o'clock in the morning, he fonnd Ro".s 
lying ui>on the floor ana .breathing faint- 
ly. He w.is at once taken to a hospitel, 
but died without reguiinug ujuscious- 
uesK. 

For a time the police were unable to 
determine how the crime had been com- 
mitted, but finally found an iron bar, 
nsetl in shaking the furnace grates, ft 
wuit ajvered with blood and hair and 
wan undoubtedly the w sa j yoB nssd b^ 
the murderer. 

Rooe was a solx;r, industrious man, 
and there was no reason why any one 
should attempt his life. The {kjIIcc are 
k>okinKfiir Charles Keru, a young man 
who wa.s WH'tOinianof the building )•»»- 
fore Rtsis. ami who was discharged for 
cause. Ho is known to have lieen very 
bitter iiK'ainaf Koos for taking his pla<'.e. 
The otiicers believe the crime was cojii- 
uiitted for revei,;.'e, notwitbatauding tbat 
111 in nionev. lloos' wesiO^smf.lllS 
taken from the body.

It was brought out during 
the recent debate of the Wilson bill that 
America is the largest exporter of coal of 
any natirjn in the world, our coals going 
into every quarter of the globe. Canada 
has a tariff on cod, yet we pay the export 

duty and sell to lier more than a million 
tons annually. An interest that can out- 
sail similar industrisi io foidgBOOWitries 
needs no p rofcttoa. 

A GOOD YEAR FOR THE COTTON 

MILLH. 

The .St. Louis Republic shows, by indis- 
putable statistics, thai the cotton mills 
of the South are prospering, and will con- 
tinue to prosper without (Jovemment 
protection. Tiic cotton mills of the Mast 
are equally well able to stand alone. 
Last year was a bad one, they say, on ac- 
count of the panic, and yet the cotton 
factories of New ICnglaud made hand- 
some profits, almost without exception. 
The. cotton Miill divi'lends paid in one 
town alone amounted to $1,882,450. Of 
the flfty-six mills in Fall River, only 
seven earned lees than (\ per cent, net, 
and one of these paid a 20 per cent, divi- 
dend on a capital of (300,000. The aver 
sffe ior the flfty-six mills, owned by 
thirty-fonr companies, wal abont 8 per 
oent, 

THE POTTERS AND THE TARIFF. 

The makers of crockery and pottery 
ware at Trenton were allowed an in- 
crease of five per cent, in <luty by the 
McKinley bill, but strangely enough the 
Trenton pottery trust made a redootion 
of 2S per cent, in waflsT within alMty 



days after the law went into effect. In 
almoet eve^ instance, says the Philadel- 
phia Times, of increased duty a decreased 
per cent, has followed in wages. The 
great pottery strike at Tteton ended in 
a settlement at seven per cent, and this 
settlement w-as considerately allowed by 
a pottery trust that in isid, the year be- 
fore the McKInley bill became a law, 
shared (iroflts of (410,000 among five 
members. Perhaps the Trenton pottery 
workers are thinking on truths that fash- 
ion in this way. If they are not they 
must be signing petitions to keep up the 
war tarid' and keep down their wages as 
the situation proves.

In the House Saturday the bill to pro 
Tide for free turnpikes was reported from 
the Committee on Internal Improve- 
ment^i, a substitute being offered by the 
committee in lieu thereof. The bill em- 
l)Owers the Fiscal Court to obtain control 
of these roads in case the people of the 
county, at a special election to be held 
tor that purpose, vote ia fiTor ol a sys- 
tem of free, turnpikes. 

The btn amending the law in regard to 
thr State r>oard of Health came up for 
final passage, and Mr. Lyons, the Oamp 
ben Ooonty member, objected to the pro- 
vision which fixes the salary of the Sec- 
retary of the Board at $1,200 per annum. 
The bill WWpMNd. 

The House passed the Senate bill in re- 
gard to Trustees of the Jury Fund, and 
the bill in regard to the ,TaOIUieiM IS the 
office of Circuit Judge. 

Up to date four bills have become laws, 
and the executive table is clear. Those 
which have reached the Governor, and 
have been approteid, are the Senate bills 
relating to liens; for preventing' jirinting 
and distributing of obscene Uterature, an 
act in relation to graTel roads and tnm- 
pikes, and the House hill to allow Circuit 
Judges to appoint special bailiffs in cer- 
tain eases. 

The joint Committee on Charitable In- 
stitutions has decided, after a long dis- 
cussion, to report favorably a bill carry- 
ing special appropriations of $65,000 each 
for the Central a.id Western Lunatic 
Asylums, and $ir),.")tX) for the Danville 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb. An 
appropriation of 180,000 for tl|e huMtic 
asylum at Lexington was stilekMi out. 

Religious Awakening. 
Church workers in Ifew York think 
that a tidal wave 6i tiH^icm has been 

fairly launched in the Uuilid States and 
is fairly settling over New York and 
Brooklyn. Revival meetings are being 

held in more than half of the churches in 
Brooklyn, and ministers in New Yoik are 
joining the crusade. 

The great interest being numifested by 
the people in religion is accepted by 
church-workers as a dinM t result of the 
"hard times." In the past periods of 
great financial depression have been ac- 
companied or closely followed by seasons 
of great religious elation. In 1857 tliis 
was particularly tme, bat all who are 

watching the course of present eventa 
predict even more enormous gains to 
Christianity in 1804 than eeoomd Ham.

Brief mention was made some days ago 
of the bill introduced in the Leglslatnre 
by Representative Matthews to prevent 
the spread of the disease luiown an 
" black knot " in plum, cherry and other 
trees. The bill has passed the Honse 
and is now before the Senate. 

The bill makes it onlawhil for any per- 
son to " knowlniclyorwilfany" keep any 

pliun. rlicrry or other troep infected with 
the disease. The infected trees are de- 
clared a ^oblio naisance, and no dam- 
ages ihall be awarded against any one for 
remoivlng or destroying such a tree. 

In any county in wUoh said contagious 
dineaee exists, o r where there is good 
reason to believe it existfl, or danger may 
be justly apprehended of its introduc- 
tion, it shall be the duty of the County 
Judge, upon application signed by at 
least three freeholders, residents of the 
ooonty, to appoint three competent free- 
holders, who ate residents of 'said oonnty, 
and who are alio fruit growers, as cora- 
missionen, wlio shall hold oflice during 
the pleaaare of said Oonnty Judge. 

It shall be the duty of the commission- 
ers, or any one of tliem, whenever it 
comes to their notice that the disease, ex- 
ists or is supposed to exist, to proceed to ex- 
amine the trees iind if the disease is 
foond to exist, a distin^^uishing mark or 
marks shall be placed upon that part or 
those parts of every tree so infected, 
which, in the judgment of the commis- 
aioners, should be removed and destroyed; 
or if in the judgment of such oommis- 
iioner or commissioners uny tree so in- 
fected should be entirely removed and 
destroyed, then the trunk of such tree 
shall be^ girdled, and a written notice 
given to the owner. The notice shall 
contain an order- to eiTectaally remove 
anddestroyby fire the part or parts of 
every tree so marked and designate<l, or 
every such tree entire which shall be so 
girdled, as the case may be, within ten 
days from tlie date of the notice. 

Whenever any person shall refuse or 
neglect to comply with the order it shall 
become the duty of the commissioners to 
carry out llie (lirci;tiouK of said order, 
and forthwith to remove and destroy by 
Are every tree or part of tree so girdled 
or marked as aforesaid, thi' ex[)enscH for 
removal and Idestruction tp be a charge 
against the county. 

If any own*! r n< >;li-i t-- to romove and 
destroy every tree, or part of tree, so 
found to be infected, and marked or 
■rirdled as aforesaid, after notification, 
and within tlie time prescribed, such per- 
son shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and punished by a fine not exceeding $25, 
or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not exceeding ten dajrs, or both, in 
discretion of the court. 

The commissioners shall be allowed 
for servicres $2 eacli for each full day and 
$1 each for one-half day, and other rea- 
sonable charges and disbursements. Such 
fees and all rcaHonablc charires and dis- 
bursements may be recovered by the 
r oonnty in its own name from the owner 
of the disert ed treee.
